To  J.  L.  Boggus,  whose  genuine  interest  in  the  Harlingen  Schools  has  led 
to  a  finer  school  system,  this  issue  of  El  Arroyo  is  respectfully  dedicated. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  see  Mr.  Boggus  leave  the  school  board  after 
years  of  devoted  service.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  July 
11,  1938.  At  that  time  there  were  six  elementary  schools,  one  junior  high 
school  and  one  senior  high  school.  Ninety-one  teachers  instructed  2517  students. 

On  December  18,  1947,  he  was  elected  president  of  the  board.  During  the 
ensuing  years,  Mr.  Boggus  used  his  great  business  acumen  for  the  benefit 
of  the  schools.  There  are  now  thirteen  schools  in  the  Harlingen  District  with 
an  instructional  staff  of  244  and  an  average  daily  attendance  of  5666. 

At  all  times,  Air.  Boggus  interpreted  the  school's  program  in  the  light  of 
the  benefit  to  the  child.  He  has,  indeed,  laid  a  firm  foundation,  both  econom- 
ically and  philosophically,  for  the  great  school  system  Harlingen  is  now 
building.
